Upended. Wildrose 
leader says Prentice 
shares values 


Wildrose leader Danielle Smith 
joined a government she has 
called tired, old and deceitful 
Wednesday, bringing eight of 
her MLAs with her and dramat¬ 
ically upending Alberta pohtics. 

After days of rumours. 
Smith stood side by side with 
Premier Jim Prentice at a news 
conference and said she would 
be leaving the party she has led 
for five years. 

She said she and Prentice 
see eye-to-eye on many issues 
and it simply didn’t make sense 
for her to remain in opposition. 

“if you are going to be the 
ofiicial Opposition leader you 
have to really want to take 
down the government,” she 
said, “i don’t want to take 
down this premier, i want this 
premier to succeed.” 

Smith is bringing deputy 
party leader Rob Anderson and 
MLAs Gaiy Bikman, Rod Fox, 
Jason Hale, Bruce McAllister, 


Blake Pedersen, Bruce Rowe 
and Jeff Wilson to the Tories as 
weU. 

Prentice said he had long 
been impressed by the Wil¬ 
drose party’s work ethic and 


dedication and added it was 
time to stop the spht among 
conservative votes. 

“We need aU conservatives 
pulling in the same direction,” 
he said. 


He congratulated Smith 
personally for making the deci¬ 
sion. 

“You have shown consider¬ 
able personal courage and 
determination by making this 


decision,” he said. 

Smith said she is worried 
without this union, the two 
parties wiU split conservative 
votes. 

“i certainly didn’t get into 


politics to elect a Liberal or 
NDP government,” she said. 

Five Wildrose MLAs will 
stay behind — Drew Barnes, 
Pat Stier, Rick Strankman, 
Heather Forsyth and Shayne 
Saskiw. 

The floor-crossing comes 
with an agreed set of policy 
principles, including sup¬ 
porting the basics in educa¬ 
tion, no sales tax and an end 
to the province taking on 
debt. 

Smith said those promises 
represent a win that makes 
the Wildrose irrelevant.

Emergency 
motelstays 
on the rise 

The nmnber of people getting 
emergency placements in 
Edmonton’s motel rooms has 
more than doubled over the 
last three years. 

According to data from 
the department of Human 
Services, the province placed 
1,040 people in motel rooms 
on an emergency basis during 
the 2011-2012 fiscal year. There 
were 1,040 people placed in 
city motels, but in the 2013 
-2014 year that number rose to 
2,276 people. 

The program’s cost has 
also risen to nearly $4 million 
a year. 

Mike Berezowsky, with Hu¬ 
man Services, said the province 
is concerned about the rise. 

“It’s concerning enough 
that we’re working with our 
partner agencies to get more 
detailed data to track this 
much more closely. We want 
to keep an eye on it,” he said. 

Berezowsky said the 
province provides the support 
in many situations, including 
when people newly arrive in 
the province or when someone 
faces a sudden eviction. 

Berezowsky said the prov¬ 
ince is aiming to open 4,200 
affordable housing units over 
the next two years. 

Mark Cherrington, a youth 
worker with Legal Aid Alberta, 
said he sees the challenge all 
the time. “It’s a real alarm bell 
and I am seeing a real increase 
for the need of housing.” 

Cherrington says he’s 
worked with families who 
spend months living in motels, 
which is difiicult on children. 

“You’re talking about small 
children who have no anchor 
ropes to a community, so 
school is an issue, transporta¬ 
tion is an issue.”

Four La Familia 
members arrested 


Alleged links to drug 
cartel. Police seize 
$600,000 in drugs and 
weapons in Alberta raid 



Alberta law enforcement is 
calling the recent arrest of 
four gang members believed 
to have ties to Mexican drug 
cartels a serious hit on organ¬ 
ized crime. 

On Dec. 11, members of 
Alberta Law Enforcement 
Response Teams executed 


three search warrants in the 
city, arresting four members 
of La Familia, including the 
president of Alberta’s chap¬ 
ter, and seizing $600,000 in 
drugs, weapons and cash. 

Jose Antonio Monterrey, 
33, was arrested at Edmon¬ 
ton’s International Airport 
attempting to board a flight. 
Peter Alan Griffon, 34, Cody 
Sterling Tremblett, 28, and 
Penny Sue Fleming, 34, 
were also arrested and the 
four now face 40 drug and 
weapons charges. 

Insp. Darcy Strang said 
La Familia’s presence in Al¬ 
berta is a huge concern. The 
gang is suspected of having 
strong ties to Mexican drug 


cartels and the El Salvador 
gang Mara Salvatrucha, also 
known as MS-13. 

“Their connection to Mex¬ 
ican cartels and MS-13 creates 
a linkage to violence that is 
incomprehensible to most,” 
he said. 

Strang said the weapons 
seized — which included two 
.22 calibre rifles, .44 calibre 
Desert Eagle handgun, throw¬ 
ing knives, bear spray and a 
sawed-off shot gun — are de¬ 
signed to injure people. 

“This is a group that was 
armed and ready to defend 
what they had and armed 
and ready to take over other 
groups that tried to take 
them over,” he added.

Police say La Familia has 
factions in Vancouver and 
Saskatchewan. 


Along with the weapons, 
police seized five kilograms 
of cocaine, 2.7 kilograms of 
MDMA, 2 kilograms of buff¬ 
ing agent. Oxycodone pills 
and a cocaine press. 

Strang said the group was 
both aggressive in distribut¬ 
ing the drugs to new markets, 
including Edmonton, Fort 
McMurray, Drayton Valley, 
Lloydminster and Red Deer, 
and recruiting new members.

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Alberta govemment ponders 
throwing out walk zone rule

Proposed changes to Alberta’s 
Education Act could see the 
2.4 kilometre walk zone rule 
thrown out, allowing school 
districts to set their own bound¬ 
aries for student transporta¬ 
tion. 

The 16 regulations were re¬ 
leased Tuesday by Alberta Edu¬ 
cation and include removing 
the 2.4 kilometre walk zone 
rule, which dictates how much 
transportation funding a school 
district receives. 

According to Edmonton 
Pubhc School Board trustee

Nathan Ip, the district is stiU 
waiting on more details from 
the province before knowing 
the ultimate impact to the walk 
zone rule. 

“Obviously, there have 
been some challenges with 
students being able to get to 
school, they have to be quite 
creative,” said Ip, adding he 
has spoken with parents living 
within the walk zone who’ve 
had concerns about getting 
kids to school or to before and 
after school care. 

Previously, the govemment 
had established the walk zone 
around schools and only fund¬ 
ed transportation for students 


who lived outside the bormd- 
aries. 

Daxesh Dalai, who is chair¬ 
man of the parent advisoiy 
board at Johnny Bright School, 
said 2.4 kilometers is a far dis¬ 
tance for some parents to walk 
their children to school. After 
the district changed boimdaiy 
areas for Johnny Bright in Fe1> 
maiy, Dalai said the school’s 
catchment area didn’t go past 
the walk zones, eliminating 
school buses in the area. 

“With the catchment area 
being all of Rutherford, Ruther¬ 
ford’s big,” he said, adding traf¬ 
fic makes it unsafe for children 
to travel alone. 

Dalai said changes to the 
walk zone won’t have too much 
of an impact on the school now, 
since the district has already 
made allocations for the area. 

“At this point, we’re just 
happy our kids get to attend 
their neighbourhood school,” 
he said. “We can’t have eveiy- 
thing.” 

Tamara Magnan, Alberta 


Education spokeswoman, said 
the govemment is waiting on 
feedback for the changes to the 
act, which would include elim¬ 


inating the walk zones. 

“Education stakeholders, 
and other interested Albertans, 
are able to submit comments 


on each of the regulations, 
including Student Transporta¬ 
tion, rmtil January 31, 2015,” 
she said in an email. 


University of Alberta bans e-cigarettes on campus 



E-cigarette users will find 
themselves facing the cold 
come the New Year, as the 
University of Alberta moves 
to ban the devices from all 
public places on campus. 

As of January 1, e-ciga¬ 
rettes will receive the same 
treatment as regular ciga¬ 
rettes under the Tobacco 
and Smoking Reduction Act, 
restricting their use to desig¬ 
nated spots on campus. 

According to Philip Stack, 


Associate Vice-President of 
Risk Management Services, 
the U of A has been inves¬ 
tigating the issue of e-ciga¬ 
rettes for some time after 
complaints of the devices 
being used in campus build¬ 
ings. 

“We think in the interest 
of safety and well-being of 
our members of our univer¬ 
sity community and given 
there is no research at this 
point in terms of any ad¬ 


verse affects that may result 
in the use of e-cigarettes, we 
thought it would be prudent 
to treat it the same as regular 
tobacco,” he said. 

Ale the Kabore, member 
of the Student Advocates for 
Public Health who are cur¬ 
rently lobbying the city to 
ban e-cigarettes in all public 
places, said the decision is a 
big win for the U of A com¬ 
munity. 

“It is very important for 


universities to take the lead 
when it comes to health 
protection, and by doing so 
the University of Alberta has 
demonstrated its outstand¬ 
ing believe in protecting the 
health of its community and 
patching the way for others 
to follow,” she wrote in an 
email. 

The group has been meet¬ 
ing with city councillors to 
advocate for an Edmonton¬ 
wide ban.

Edmonton Police may not 
have received the downtown 
officers they requested in the 
recently approved city oper¬ 
ating budget, but they are al¬ 
ready planning ahead. 

Acting Sgt. Christopher 
Lucas, a member of the po¬ 
lice’s Downtown Division, 
says through this week’s in¬ 
creased P4 patrols (parkade, 
pedway, platform and park¬ 
ing lot), officers are trying to 
spread the word now. 

“Our main goal is to edu¬ 
cate the public and inform on 
property crimes right now be¬ 
cause of the holiday season,” 
he said. 


Downtown hotels, Church¬ 
ill and Stadium LRT platforms 
and the downtown pedway 
system are part of the tar¬ 
geted enforcement meant to 
deter crimes of opportunities, 
which police predict will only 
get worse as the city con¬ 
tinues to grow and develop. 

“We’re really short on of¬ 
ficers right now and the num¬ 
ber of calls are growing but 
we don’t have enough offi¬ 
cers to handle it,” said Lucas. 

“But in all we do, it’s 
always important for the 
education aspect. We can 
never have enough officers 
to stand on the corner and 
make this city crime-free ... 
so we need buy-in from the 
community.” 

Once the Rogers Place 
arena is built, things are go¬ 
ing to change drastically 
downtown, said Lucas.

New funding for a school in 
the Heritage Valley commun¬ 
ity of Chappelle Creek was 
posted onto Alberta Educa¬ 
tion’s website Wednesday.

Right now, Butchike’s 
oldest daughter attends kin¬ 
dergarten at Duggan School 
and spends about two hours 
on the bus every day. 

While the family is mak¬ 
ing due, Butchike said she 
hopes her youngest won’t be 
stuck in the same situation. 

“My youngest now is two 
and I hope in three years, 
four years, he can start 
school here,” she said.

Emergency-room workers are 
sounding alarms as they’ve 
treated an influx of patients 
suffering from a “classic 
triad” of symptoms related to 
the use of opioid drugs. 

“They can be extremely 
dangerous,” said Dr. Mark 
Yarema, a Calgary-based 
emergency room physician 
and medical director for the 
Poison and Drug Information 
Service. “There’s obviously 
people that legitimately need 
to be on the medicines, and 
the best example is probably 
chronic cancer pain.... The 
bigger concern we’re seeing is 
the people that are not having 
a full health assessment and 
assessment of their addict¬ 
ive potential, their substance 
abuse potential and are be¬ 
ing prescribed these opioids 
without, perhaps, appropri¬ 
ate trials of anti-depressants 
or other non-addictive pain 
medications.” 

Yarema said 2014 has 
marked the “return of 
heroin,” leading some of 
his colleagues to muse that 
a switch from Oxycontin, a 
frequently abused opioid, to 


a “tamper-resistant” product 
called OxyNEO has led to the 
revival of a drug that had 
largely vanished. 

When crushed, OxyNEO 
becomes a gelatinous sub¬ 
stance making it more dif¬ 
ficult than its predecessor to 
ingest. 

Calgary zone hospitals 
alone had seen 53 heroin 
cases to the end of October. 
In 2013 total, there were 37. 
Similar upswings were be¬ 
ing seen elsewhere, as well, 
with Edmonton hospitals re¬ 
porting 45 patients to Octo¬ 
ber’s end, up from 25 over all 
of last year. 

Yarema said his experience 
in Calgaiy was that the bulk 
of patients were in their 20s 
and 30s, but added the drugs 
can have severe effects across 
all age demographics. 

“The main things are de¬ 
creased level of consciousness 
to the point where the patient 
may be comatose, they have 
a decrease respiratory rate, 
meaning they don’t breathe 
nearly as quickly, and the pu¬ 
pils, the black parts of their 
eyes, are extremely small,” he 
said. “That’s really the classic 
triad of symptoms we look 
for.” 

The hospital cases ap¬ 
peared to jive with earlier re¬ 
ports from police of increased 
drug seizures. In late Septem¬ 
ber, investigators reported 47 
heroin cases, up from 25 over 
the same period in 2013 and 
122 illegal opiate seizures, up 
from 93.

Edmonton’s economic pic¬ 
ture is getting a little more 
grey and the city’s econo¬ 
mist predicts it will be sev¬ 
eral years before there’s more 
good news. 

John Rose, the city’s chief 
economist, said this week he 
expects the city’s economy to 
grow by a still-healthy three 
per cent next year, but for Ed¬ 
monton that will be a wake- 
up call. 

“We will continue to see 
growth, but the growth is 
going to be at a much more 
modest pace,” he said. 

Rose said he expects that 
instead of adding 20,000 jobs 
in a year, the city may only 
add 15,000 next year and in¬ 
comes won’t rise quite as fast. 

The lower oil prices will 
actually be better for the 


city’s bottom line, because it 
buys so much fuel, but Rose 
said it poses a major chal¬ 
lenge for the province. 

“They’re in trouble. They 
have a big problem. They 
have a $ 7-billion hole in their 
budget and they’re going to 
have to try and fix it,” he said. 

With the city dependent 
on provincial grants and so 
many provincial workers liv¬ 
ing here. Rose said a down¬ 
turn in their revenues will 
hurt the city. 

Rose added that unlike 
other oil-price crashes, this 
one will be longer. 

“This is not going to re¬ 
solve itself quickly. This is go¬ 
ing to take 12 to 24 months 
before you are going to see a 
re-acceleration or recoveiy in 
oil prices.” ryan tumilty/metro 



Report. Albertans want 
more done to protect water 


Albertans say they want the 
province to do much more 
to protect and conserve fresh 
water. 

Some concerns outlined 
in a government report call 
for better management of the 
health of lakes and restricting 
the use of fresh water and 
chemicals in hydraulic frac¬ 
turing. 

People also told the prov¬ 
ince to more aggressively pro¬ 
tect the headwaters of rivers, 
curb the use of fresh water by 
the oilsands and ensure that 
people, not industiy, are the 
first priority when it comes 


to water. 

There are also calls for 
more dams and reservoirs 
to store water, especially in 
the south, but such projects 
should not negatively affect 
First Nations and Metis. 

The concerns are what the 
government heard at meet¬ 
ings and from surveys and 
messages from more than 
2,000 people. 

Alberta Environment has 
responded with a 20-point 
conservation action plan, but 
most measures won’t kick in 
until next year or beyond.

Cycling in Edmonton’s win¬ 
ter conditions can be chal¬ 
lenging, but one Edmon¬ 
tonian is encouraging local 
cyclists to plug daily winter 
route situations into a new 
online map. 

Darcy Reynard, a winter 
cyclist, has been working on 


his second local winter route 
map in hopes of giving cyc¬ 
lists frequent and more reli¬ 
able information. 

“1 started looking at Twit¬ 
ter and seeing the route up¬ 
dates posted, but it would be 
nice to have all on one map,” 
he said. 

The city is currently work¬ 
ing on inputting bike routes 
in the city into a print map, 
while at the same time com¬ 
piling all bike routes into 
one geospatial map, say city 
officials. 

“We build bike lanes (and) 
Neighbourhood Renewal 
builds bike lanes, developer 
projects ... so being able to 
compile all that data into 
one place will be really use¬ 


ful moving forward,” said 
city spokeswoman Catherine 
Kloczkowski. 

The map is expected to 
be ready in 2015, as a lot of 
data is being compiled from 
transportation and other 
departments, as well as on¬ 
going projects, according to 
city officials. 

Cyclists looking for routes 
can currently turn to Google 
Maps to plan the best ways, 
as Google officials have 
tracked Edmonton’s shared- 
use paths and other trails, 
thanks to the information 
they pulled from the city’s 
own stationary map and 
other information. 

The city also has its own 
map as well as a River Valley

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Trial. Jury continues to 
deliberate Magnotta’s fate 


The Crown's case

The juiy at Luka Rocco 
Magnotta’s murder trial ap¬ 
peared to focus on the mental 
disorder defence Wednesday 
as it asked a pointed question 
before ending a second day of 
deliberations without a ver¬ 
dict. 

“Is a personahty disorder a 
disease of the mind as a matter 
of law?” the jurors asked the 
judge as they emerged from 
their deliberations for the first 
time. 

Quebec Superior Court Jus¬ 
tice Guy Coumoyer answered 
“yes” and told them no more 
before sending them back to 
deliberate frirther. 

They remained holed up 
and left without asking any¬ 
thing else. They will resume 
dehberating Thursday. 

The accused has admitted 
to kilhng and dismembering 
Jun Lin in May 2012 but his 
lawyer argues he should be 
found not criminally respon¬ 
sible because he is schizo¬ 
phrenic and couldn’t tell right 
from wrong at the time. 

The judge had told the jur¬ 
ors in his instructions they 
should start their work by fo¬ 
cusing on the not criminally 


The Crown has argued the 
crimes were planned and 
deliberate and that the 
steps Magnotta took to 
hide his tracks and flee au¬ 
thorities were not consist¬ 
ent with someone suffering 
from a mental disorder. 


• Prosecutor Louis Bout- 
hillier said Magnotta's 
schizophrenia was a 
misdiagnosis and that 
his medical problems 
and behaviour are likely 
the result of personality 
disorders.

Coumoyer also said they 
would need to answer two 
questions for the mental dis¬ 
order defence to be accepted. 
Firstly, is it more hkely than 
not Magnotta was suffering 
from a mental disorder at the 
time of the offence? And sec¬ 
ondly, did the disorder make 
him incapable of knowing the 
acts were wrong?

When a judge placed a publica¬ 
tion ban on Rehtaeh Parsons’ 
identity, Glen Canning began 
wearing a T-shirt to court bear¬ 
ing his daughter’s name in a 
campaign that ended Wednes¬ 
day as reporting restrictions 
in the child pornography case 
were eased. 

For Canning, a directive 
from Nova Scotia’s attorney 
general allowing Parsons’ name 
to be reported was a relief 

“We can attach her name 
again to this conversation and 
that’s just fantastic,” Canning 
said. 

Attorney General Lena 
Metlege Diab says breaches 
of the ban by the media or in 


other fomms will not be pros¬ 
ecuted, imless the girl’s name is 
used in a derogatoiy way. 

A judge put the mandatoiy 
ban on Parsons’ identity in May 
in the case of two young men 
who were charged with child 
pornography offences, even 
though he said his decision 
“serves no purpose” because 


both of the girls’ parents want¬ 
ed her identity pubhc and her 
case had been widely reported. 

Last month, the Halifax 
Chronicle-Herald identified Par¬ 
sons as the victim in the case 
when one of the young men 
pleaded guilty in youth court. 
He will be sentenced in Janu- 
aiy for distributing a sexually 


graphic image of the teenaged 
girl, who died last year follow¬ 
ing a suicide attempt. 

The other yormg man was 
given a conditional discharge 
for making child pornography. 

Canning said he believes 
the decision by the Chronicle- 
Herald and at least two other 
media outlets to publish his 
daughter’s name tipped the 
balance. He said the ban shut 
down debate on the issues of 
the case and the confusion even 
led some high schools to cancel 
his appearances to talk about 
cyberbullying. 

Canning said the decision 
would also help free up the 
work of an organization he 
started last month with Reh- 
taeh’s mother, Leah Parsons. 
The Rehtaeh Parsons Society 
aims to address the prevalence 
of cyberbullying, youth sexual 
violence and the distribution of 
images among yormg people.

Canada ^indispensable’ in secret Cuba talks, U.S. says 


The White House is ex¬ 
tending its thanks to Can¬ 
ada for hosting the meetings 
that let to the United States 
and Cuba agreeing to re-es¬ 
tablish diplomatic relations 
and open economic and 
travel ties. 

Senior Obama adminis¬ 


tration officials say Canada 
was “indispensable” in host¬ 
ing the majority of the se¬ 
cret talks, which took place 
for more than a year. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper downplayed Can¬ 
ada’s contribution, telling 
the CBC that Canada did not 


mediate or direct the talks. 
But he called Wednesday’s 
announcement an “overdue 
development.” 

“We facilitated places 
where the two countries 
could have a dialogue and 
explore ways of normalizing 
the relationship,” Harper 


said. “1 personally believe 
changes are coming in 
Cuba, and this will facilitate 
those.” 

Nonetheless, Harper said, 
those changes will come 
slowly to an economy and a 
society he called “overdue for 
entry” into the 21st centuiy. 


Harper also issued a 
statement congratulating 
the two countries on reach¬ 
ing their agreement, which 
marks a historic shift in U.S. 
policy after a half-century of 
enmity towards Cuba dating 
back to the Cold War. 

U.S. officials say the first 


face-to-face talks with the 
Cubans took place in Canada 
in June of last year, with sev¬ 
eral other discussions taking 
place since then.

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School massacre. Pakistan 
buries, mourns victims 


As they buried their children 
Wednesday, the families spoke 
of their dreams. One boy had 
just gotten high marks on his 
midterm and hoped to become 
a pilot. A 13-year-old wanted to 
become a doctor. Another kid 
just loved playing video games 
with his cousins. 

At cemeteries across the 
Pakistani city of Peshawar, 
families lowered the rough 
wooden coffins of young boys 
and their teachers into the cold 
ground and gathered under fu¬ 
neral tents or at home, trying 
to comprehend the militant 
attack on a school a day earlier 


that killed 148 people, almost 
all of them young students. 

The Pakistani government 
and militaiy vowed a stepped 
up campaign aimed at root¬ 
ing out mihtant strongholds 
in the country’s tribal regions 
along the border with Afghan¬ 
istan. 

The Pakistani Taliban, 
which has waged an insurrec¬ 
tion against the government 
for a decade, claimed respon¬ 
sibility. The group says it was 
seeking revenge for a military 
assault launched in June in 
North Waziristan.

U.S., Cuba mend relations 
after 50 years of tension 


Historic agreement. 

Announcement follows 
more than a year of 
secret talks 


President Barack Obama 
abruptly armounced the U.S. is 
re-establishing long-broken dip¬ 
lomatic relations with Cuba on 
Wednesday, declaring an end to 
America’s “outdated approach” 
to the Communist island in a 
historic shift aimed at ending 
a hah-centuiy of Cold War en¬ 
mity. 

“These 50 years have shown 
that isolation has not worked,” 
Obama said in remarks from 
the White House. “It’s time for 
a new approach.” 

As Obama spoke to Amer¬ 
icans, Cuban President Raul 
Castro addressed his own na¬ 
tion from Havana, where bells 
pealed and schoolchildren in¬ 
terrupted their lessons to mark 
the historic news. Castro said 
that while the two countries 


sthl have profound differences 
in areas such as human rights 
and foreign pohcy, they must 
learn “the art of hving together 
in a civilized manner.” 

Wednesday’s announce¬ 
ment foUowed more than a 
year of secret talks between the 
U.S. and Cuba, including clan¬ 
destine meetings in Canada 
and the Vatican and personal 
involvement from Pope Fran¬ 
cis. Setting the stage for the 
diplomatic breakthrough, Cuba 
released American Alan Gross, 
who had been imprisoned for 
five years, and a Cuban who 
had spied for the U.S. In ex¬ 
change, three Cubans jailed in 
Florida were released by the 
U.S. 

Gross spoke with Obama 
from the plane canying him 
home, then met with Secre- 
taiy of State John Kerry on the 
groimd and later appeared be¬ 
fore Washington reporters. 

In Havana, Carlos Gonza¬ 
lez, a 32-year-old information 
technology speciahst, spoke for 
many in calling the announce¬ 



ment “a shot of oxygen, a wish 
come true.” 

“It is an advance that will 


open the road to a better future 
for the two countries,” he said. 
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“This is game-changing.... Two wrongs 
never make a right. I truly hope that 
we can now get beyond these mu¬ 
tually belligerent policies.”

Sony Pictures has cancelled 
the Dec. 25 release of The 
Interview after hackers threat¬ 
ened terror attacks and the lar¬ 
gest multiplex chains in North 
America pulled the film from 
its screens.

“We are deeply saddened at 
this brazen effort to suppress 
the distribution of a movie, 
and in the process do damage 
to our company, our employ¬ 
ees, and the American public,” 
read the statement.

HER NAME IS REHTAEH PARSONS 

The father of the late Rehtaeh Parsons explains why he has reason to smile today after the courts said people can publish his daughter's name — as long as they do so with respect

My daughter’s name is Rehtaeh Parsons. I can 
send this column to Metro knowing it won’t 
be redacted or the article refused for violating 
a publication ban. 

1 can finally say her name without the un¬ 
easiness of breaking the law and being 
charged. 

Since April 1 lived with the fear of having a 
police officer knock on my door and tell me 
I’m under arrest. To be honest, that fear in¬ 
cluded the look on the officer’s face telling me 
police thought the ban as ridiculous as 1 did. 

Everyone knows Rehtaeh’s name but for 
the past eight months, no one wanted to come 
out and say it. Even her friends feared they 
would be arrested for wishing Rehtaeh a 
happy birthday on Facebook. That’s how grey 
it was. 

It has been a dark cloud to live under: Hav¬ 
ing high schools cancel talks about cyber- 
bullying and consent because there was a 
publication ban in effect; the media erasing 
her name from the Internet; television seg¬ 
ments showing my blurred face as 1 spoke 
about my daughter with her name bleeped 
out. 

It was frustrating, to say the least. But to¬ 
day we finally have something to smile about. 


Rehtaeh Parsons is her name—my daughter’s 
name. 1 can say it now, and write it now, and 
talk about her openly on the radio, on tele¬ 
vision, in print, and online. 

Wednesday morning, 1 meet with the 


Nova Scotia Attorney General and Minister of 
Justice Lena Diab, as well as the Director of 
Public Prosecutions Martin Herschorn. 

They had asked to meet with me and Reh¬ 
taeh’s mom, Leah, on Monday. When the meet¬ 


ing started. Minister Diab didn’t waste any 
time—they were going to issue a directive on 
the publication ban on Rehtaeh’s name. 

After everything that happened in the 
past year, 1 had no expectations going in— 
not one. Before the meeting 1 wrote on Twitter 
“Rehtaeh Parsons is her name. Today I’m 
hoping to get my daughter’s name back.” 

You’re reading her name now because that 
wish came true. Her name is back. It was an 
emotional moment when Diab told us what 
they were about to do and read the statement 
she was about to release. 

“If Ms. Parsons’ name is used in a respect¬ 
ful way, the Director of Public Prosecutions 
will not prosecute any violation of the ban.” If 
we were asked to word it, the release would be 
exactly the same. 

Today 1 can at least smile a little. People 
showed courage and leadership and stood up 
for us and our daughter. As soon as 1 left the 
meeting, 1 called Halifax freelance journalist 
Ryan Van Horne and thanked him. He took a 
big risk when he put himself out there and 
broke the ban on Rehtaeh’s name. 

1 loved my daughter with all my heart and 
soul. There will never be another Rehtaeh 
Parsons — not in name, not in the way she 
lived, and not in the way she died. 

Being able to openly and honestly talk 
about her and her story will go a long way in 
making sure of that.

A CHILLING IMPLICATION

Anyone who takes pictures, writes emails, 
keeps notes or does Internet searches on a 
cellphone should pay attention to the recent 
decision of the Supreme Court of Canada in 
the case of Her Majesty the Queen v. Fearon. 

The judges ruled 4-3 that the contents of 
a cellphone can be searched incident to an 
arrest if (1) the arrest is lawful, (2) the search 
is actually incidental to the arrest and not for 
some other hidden purpose, (3) the nature and 
extent of the search are particular to the pur¬ 
pose of the arrest, and (4) the police take care¬ 
ful notes so that the search can be reviewed by 
a judge at trial. 

The extent of the pohce search was of par¬ 
ticular concern to the dissenting justices who 
recognized the unique nature of cellphones 
and the information they cany. However, the 
majority were content to set the law broadly 
and trust the police to exercise self-restraint. 


It remains to be seen how many chcks on the 
photo icon or the Safari search histoiy menu 
is too many. 

In the Fearon case, the phone was 
unlocked. Future cases will have to consider 
how much pressure the arresting officers can 
put on a detainee to unlock his phone for the 
purposes of a search. 

ff the now lawful search would be frus¬ 
trated by a password, can the police compel 
the owner to unlock the phone in the same 
way they can compel the driver of a car to 
open a door? 

This question, and others, will have to be 
answered by trial judges seeking to apply the 
new law where the rubber meets the road: 

The courtrooms. Lome Goldstein is a partner at 
Abergel Goldstein & Partners, a Certified Specialist 
in Criminal Law and a part-time professor at the 
University of Ottawa Faculty of Law. 


It would be far easier to stomach the Supreme 
Court’s new guidelines for warrantless police 
searches of cellphones if every arrest investi¬ 
gators made led to a charge and then public 
prosecution. 

But that’s not the way our justice system 
works — and the top court’s ruling last Friday 
leaves a potential for serious pohce overreach 
into the private fives of citizens for the sheer 
sake of gathering intelligence. 

It’s not difficult to see how the process of 
holding police to account for these searches 
could become somewhat murky, and a door to 
potential misconduct could crack open. This 
is so because it’s not always the case people 
placed under arrest wifi be charged with a 
crime and prosecuted in open court, where a 
cellphone search can be challenged and police 
conduct scrutinized. Even if no charge is laid, 
police still net the opportunity to search a 


phone and catalogue for their own uses what 
information they found on it. 

What’s dangerous is that the person 
arrested and released without charge has no 
recourse to challenge the validity of the search 
in court or have their privacy restored; once 
their privacy’s been taken, it’s gone. 

“What a police officer sees simply can¬ 
not be imseen, even if there is justification 
provided after the fact,” Toronto lawyer Omar 
Ha-Redeye wrote in a thoughtful commentaiy 
to the court’s ruling. The implications of this 
are chiUing. Given the vast amoimt of personal 
data we now store on cellphones, we were bet¬ 
ter off with police needing warrants to search 
them —just as they still must to search homes, 
computers and other personal, private prop¬ 
erty in most cases, fames Turner is a Winnipeg 
crime journalist and journalism instmctor.

Books. Art Spiegelman 
says the dark, personal 
nature of his graphic 
novels lends itself to 
a different kind of 
storytelling

Art Spiegelman likes telling 
long stories. 

He’s the creator of Mans, 
the only graphic novel ever 
to win a Pulitzer Prize. It is, 
by design, a long story. 

Ask him about it, as Metro 
did during one of his rare vis¬ 
its to Canada, and it leads to 
a lengthy conversation about 
art, tragedy, and, inevitably, 
the Holocaust. 

Spiegelman is a chatty 
man, which might come as 
a surprise to anyone who’s 
read his intensely personal, 
dark works. 

As he talks privately in a 
side room at the Art Gallery 
of Ontario in Toronto, which 
is showing a retrospective 
of more than 300 pieces of 
his work, the former chain 
smoker puffs on an e-ciga¬ 
rette, looking distinguished 
with his waistcoat and grey 
goatee. 

Earlier, in an interview 
with more members of the 
media, he chuckled when he 
talked about being “trapped” 
by Mans, the thing he made. 

But it established him as 
one of the most important 
figures in his medium, gain¬ 
ing him a special Pulitzer in 
1992. 

The personal nature of 
Spiegelman’s work is a vital 
part of it, he later says. 

It draws on his back¬ 


ground as a seminal figure 
in North American under¬ 
ground comix, as he prefers 
to spell them. 

“To be able to do comix 
that were personal seemed 
to invite and build a differ¬ 
ent kind of storytelling,” he 
explains. 

Mans is the stoiy of his 
parents’ experiences dur¬ 
ing the Holocaust, including 
their time at Auschwitz, and 
how Spiegelman interviewed 
his father about that time. 


It came from an ambi¬ 
tion to create “a very long 
comic book that needed a 
bookmark and could be re¬ 
read.” 

Its creation is, in itself, a 
long stoiy, starting in 1972 
with Funny Animals, an 
underground comic that fea¬ 
tured anthropomorphic crea¬ 
tures. 

Invited to submit a story, 
Spiegelman chose a bedtime 
tale of Jewish life under Nazi 
Germany, entitling it Mans. 


It depicts Jews as mice and 
Nazis as cats. 

Soon afterward, he wrote 
and drew Prisoner On The 
Hell Planet, as a way of re¬ 
covering suppressed mem¬ 
ories of his mother’s suicide. 

“1 just grabbed paper and 
started getting it down as it 
came to me,” Spiegelman 
says. “1 had to do it.” 

By the end of the decade, 
the two works had come 
together in the longer-form 
Mans. 


Long career 


The work of Art Spiegelman 
isn’t limited to Maus, but 
he’s no stranger to tough 
subjects. 

• He began with under¬ 
ground titles like Short Or¬ 
der Comix and many others, 
but created Raw magazine 
with his wife in the 1970s, 
serializing early parts of 
Maus. 

• Other work has included 
Topps bubblegum cards, 
with the creation of the Gar¬ 
bage Pail Kids one highlight, 
and revitalizing the 1920s 
beat poem The Wild Party 
with his illustrations in a 
new edition. 

• There are also his covers 
for the New Yorker, includ¬ 
ing the iconic 9/11 cover 
showing the black Twin Tow¬ 
ers against a black sky, and 
an image of a Hassidic Jew 
kissing an African-American 
woman, published during a 
time of racial tension. 

• The attacks of New York, 
just a few blocks from his 
home, were also the focus of 
the work In The Shadow Of 
No Towers. 


Interestingly, Spiegelman 
says he’s “not that compe¬ 
tent” as an illustrator. He’s 
happy to call himself a “car¬ 
toonist” or “comics artist” 
but he’s more of an all-round 
storyteller, changing his 
style each time he tackles 
a new subject. He calls it a 
“process of reinventing the 
wheel.” 

“Everything 1 do leaves 
me collapsing at the end and 
having to reinvent myself,” 
he says. 

“It’s difficult to keep do¬ 
ing that as we move on in 
the world and your bones get 
weary.”

U.S. Library of Congress 
announces the films it 
plans to preserve in 2014 


Saving Private Ryan and Ferris 
Bueller’s Day Off are among 
25 movies being inducted this 
year into the National Film 
Registiy for long-term preser¬ 
vation, the U.S. Libraiy of Con¬ 
gress announced Wednesday. 

The libraiy selected films 
for their cultural, historic or 
esthetic qualities. This year’s 
selections span the years 1913 
to 2004. They include such fam¬ 
iliar and popular titles as The 
Big Lebowski and WiUy Wonka 
and the Chocolate Factoiy, 
while others were milestones 
in film histoiy. 

Stephen Spielberg’s Saving 
Private Ryan from 1998 was 
chosen in part for its ultra-real- 
ism with scenes depicting “war 
as hell.” On a lighter note, the 
comedy Ferris Buel¬ 
ler’s Day Off from 
1986 was chosen 
as the first film

Sure, he was ex¬ 
pected to be sweaty and tired 
after his long night of work, 
but his tone betrayed him as 
he commented on the goiy 
details of his team’s demise 
that night. 

With Nelson, however, 
you could tell the coach was 
new in tovm. Sure, the loss 
was painful, but Nelson also 
seemed to have a positive out¬ 
look, as if he was headed back 
to the dressing room after to 
tell the troops that they can 
build on this performance. 

And hey, that’s a great atti¬ 
tude to bring, considering the 
gloomy climate Edmonton’s 
team finds itself labouring 
under. Will things get better

this season once Nelson takes 
full control (but still on an 
interim basis, mind you) from 
CM Craig MacTavish? 1 can’t 
give a rational reason why. 

Nelson essentially has 
the same qualifications that 
deposed bench boss Dallas 
Ealdns brought to the table 
when he was hired less than 


two seasons ago. Nelson 
may have been part of the 
organization already via 
Edmonton’s farm team in 
Oklahoma City, but Eakins 
worked with a slew of Oilers 
who were with him previous¬ 
ly when he coached the AHL’s 
Toronto Marhes — Scrivens 
being a prominent example. 


If Nelson is going to make any 
headway as a coach, it will 
have to be with a drastically 
altered hneup — it’s the least 
MacTavish can do to give the 
guy a chance. 

Is that going to happen 
this year? Tough to say. How 
attached is the Oilers brass 
and ovmership to the Taylor 
Hall/Ryan Nugent-Hopkins/Jor- 
dan Eberle nucleus? And how 
much of a chance will Nelson 
get to show his stuff as a 
bench boss? The fact he seems 
to have the right attitude 
helps, but this is an organiza¬ 
tion that has far run out of 
do-overs with its fan base.
